Conditions in the

•markets are quite the reverse of ex- 
citing nut there Is a strong and steady 
flow of orders, easily exceeding the 
•current shipments in most cases. • 


Production of steel Is fully up to the 


average-rate of the fourth quarter of 
the old year, when ingots were being 
produced at a rate of about 40,000,000 
tons a year, the highest rate since 
late in 1920. The state of order books 
•would permit of 
somewhat 
heavier 


production and shipments, but 
the 


mills do not see that there would be 
any particular advantage in forcing 
production at this time,' and in most 
centers the supply of labor 
would 


hardly permit any material Increase 
beidg made in 
operations. 
While 


labor supply is better than two or 
three months ago it has not improved 
as much as would, be expected for mid- 
wlntev. 


Buyers of steel products are quite 


ready to take hold for nearby de- 
liveries, If they are not already cover- 
ed, but they are making rather sharp 
distinctions in the matter of time, 
being much concerned orer their sup- 
plies of material for the next three or 
four months and exhibiting in most 
cases n'o interest at all in summer de- 
liveries. 
In other words the steel 


market.has a strong momentum and 
the chief question is how long the 
momentum -will carry it. 


A definite prospect has developed 


that in several finished products, such 
as nails, sheets and merchant bars, 
there Kill be delivery premiums in 
February and March. 
The United 


States Steel Corporation

shows no disposition to advance its 
prices but shows a decided disposition 
not to advance in a single product'. 


Pair profits are likely to be made 


by most steel mills in tbe current 
quarter, decidedly better than in any 
quarter of the old year, but there are 
no predictions as to what the year as 
a whole will sioiv.
